Family of Kansas Farmers 
Pitted Against Twenty 
Cowboys. 


FATHER AND FOUR SONS 
KILLED AT THEIR HOME 


@hree of the Cowboys Fell Under the 
Fire of the Farmers Before They 
Were Slain—Quarreled Over 
Wire Fence Cutting. 


LINCOLN, Neb., June 4.—A special from 
Superior, Neb., gives the story of a fight 
at St. Francis, Kan., between the Berry 
fumily and 20 cowboys, in which all the 
Eerrys, father and four sons, and three 
cowboys were killed. 

Land had been taken up by the Berrys 
as a homestead. The fences of the cattle 
company interfered with his passage to 
and from the roads. Wire cutting on the 
part of Berry and his family in order to 
get the shortest possible road to town is 


. eaid to have been the original cause of the 


quarrel.) The cowboys:on the Dewar ranch 
had threatened to kill the family. 

The fight resulting in the eight deaths 
came after a recent trip of the Berry fam- 
iy to town. The father and four sons 
were returning to their homes. LFight 
miles from their destination they stopped 
to cut their way through a wire fence. 

The cowboys came upon them just as 
they completed the work. The Berrys 
mounted quickly and the cowboys fired. 

The oldest boy, John, was wounded, but 
stayed in the saddle. The farmers had the 
freshest mounts and soon were out of ac- 
curate rifie range. The cowboys kept up a 
scattering fusillade of shots. 

Arriving home, the Berrys did not think 
they had been pursued all the way and 
they were in front of the house when the 
party of cowboys rode up the hill a few 
yards to the north. 


The shooting began immediately. Two 


of the Berry boys were killed befofe they

There were about 20 
cowboys, and they started on the gallop 
for the house, intending to fire it and burn 
the defenders out. 

The father and the boys attempted to 
escape from the other side of the house 
and were shot down in succession.

Evenly Matched Miners Dig- 
abled in Bloody Battle 
With Fists, 


Following a dispute over their work; 
James Hafley and Peck Askerman “fought 
it out’’ with bare knuckles before a crowd 
of villagers on the baseball grounds at 
Troy, Tll., late Wednesday afternoon. 


The fight, witnessed by 200 men and boys, 
lasted an hour. There were three rounds 
of ten minutes each and rests of ten min- 
utes between. It was declared a draw. 

Although it was well known that the 
fight was to take place no attempt was 
made to prevent or stop it. -The village 
marshal did nothing, because the bal! park 
is beyond the village limits, and the sheriff 


was not notified. 


The battle was bloody and brutal tn the 
extreme. 

The fighters were coal miners employed at 
the Donk mine, near Troy. Each is about 
2i years of age. For some time there has 
been bad fpeling between them. They could 
not get along together at their work. It 
is believed that jealousy had a part in their 
quarrel, :

Hiafely told Ackerman he would not dare 
to talk that way if they were out of the

With this as challenge and acceptance, 
they agreed that they would settle the 
dispute with their fists Wednesday evening 


at the ball park. 
All the: miners learned of the arrange- 


ment, and through them it became known 
throughout the town. 

Wednesday evening when the young 
men started for the ball park, they were 
followed by a crowd of men and boys. 

At the park a ring was marked off on 


the ground with a stick, seconds were 
chosen and a referee appointed, and the 
fight commenced. 

Jo rule was imposed, except that when 
one of the mien was knocked down the 
other was not to strike him or kick him 
until he regained his feet. it was a 
stand up and knock down affair. No 
blows were barred, and no science was 
employed. Wide latitude was allowed in 
the matter of clinches, so long as the 
men did not go down. 

It was agreed that the men should 
fight 10-minute rounds until one or the 
other was knocked out or unable to 
continue the fight.

Each weighed about 16 pounds. They 
fought viciously and administered severe 
punishment. At the end of the first ten 
thinutes. when time was called, the faces 
of both were covered with blood and they 
were staggering; but after a rest,of ten 
minutes they went at each other as fero- 
clously as before. 

At the end of the second round their 
faces were out of shape and they could 
scarcely see, but after a rest they went at 
it again.

KANSAS CITY SLOWLY 
EMERGING FROM FLOOD 


Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent Draws an 
Accurate Picture of the Desolation Caused - 
by the Deluge in Kaw Valley.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 4.—Kansas 
City has begun preparations for repairing 
the damage done by the greatest flood in 
the history of the Kaw valley. For the 
first time since the flood began the sun 
shines brightly. Street car bells are clang- 
ing again and business:‘in the higher streets 
has resumed its old appearance. 

Both the Missouri and Kaw rivers are 
receding at a much faster rate today. A 
fall in the.Missourl of nearly three feet 
from the high point of 35 recorded 48 hours 
ago was shown by the government gauge 
at 7_o’clock this morning. The gauge at 
that hour registered 32.9, which was one 
foot and a half below the stage recorded at 
the same time yesterday. By nightfall, it 
is predicted, the stage in the Missourt will 
be close to 31. There was a corresponding 
fall in the Kaw. 

It was found today that the piers of the 
aqueduct bridge, on which the pipe line of 
the waterworks crossed from Kansas Cily, 
Kan., were not injured. This will enable the 
speedy restoration of the water service. For 
the present water will be pumped from the 
Kansas river, which stream at low water 


is unfit to drink. 

The local relief committee has received 
$45,500, and of this sum has ‘sent $5000 to 
Kansas City, Kan. 

Six inches of black slim> covers every 
foot of ground and building from which 
the water has receded. (This means that 
all of Kansas City, Kan., which has 6,000 
population, Argentine, Harlem and Ar- 
meurdale, the packing house and ware- 
house districts and the railroad yards, in- 
cluding Union Station, are covered with 
this mixture, two-thirds mud and the other 
third water. Piles of debris are also lodg- 
ing against buildings and bridges as the 
waters fall. 

The spread of disease is the chief dan- 
ger now confronting the city. The health 
boards have issued strict orders regarding 
the use of wager. The flooded sections will 
be thoroughly cleaned of debris and slime 
before the inhabitants are allowed to re- 
turn to them. 

In the meantime soldiers and patro]lmen 
form a line around the district and keep 
all but workers out. 

The task will consume weeks, and until 
it is aceomplished Kansas City must care 
for 30,000 homeless men, women and chil- 
dren, » 


‘2000 HOUSES DESTROYED. 


Cleaning the city is just the beginning of 
\repair. Two thousand homes and small 
stores have been swept away and a score 
ef big manufacturing plants and ware- 
houses either completely or partially 
wrecked. 

Seventeen bridges across the Missouri 
and the Kaw have been swept away or 
wrecked. The Missouri Pacific ‘is the only 
one standing over the Kaw. These and 
the buildings must all be repaired. 

Included in the flooded section ig the 
packing houses and manufacturing dis- 
trict, whose machinery has been under 
water for four days, the damage being 
estimated In the millicns, 

Officials of railroad companies believe 
the yards about Union Station will have 
to be rebuilt. They think the interlocking 
syitch plant is ruined by water and slime.

The brewerles have also suffered heavily. 
The damage is estimated by conservative 
business men at between $10,000,000 and

The suburb of Harlem, which contained 
300 houses has been entirely swept away 
and Armourdale and Argentine,. west of 
Kansas City, Kan., have met. similar 
fates. 

Tho heaviest losers, however, are the 
railroads. the packers, the brewers and 
the wholesale men. This damage does not 
take into consideration the probable change 
in the course of the Missouri to a channel 
across Harlem or the possible change in 
the course of the Kaw to a channel run- 
ning close to the Union Station. The iVis- 
sourt’s rew channel, ac:oss Harlem, which 
United States BDnyineer B. E. Smith be- 
lieves is forming, will compel the Bur- 
ington and the Wabash to rebufld their 
lines and will destroy land bought by the 
Packers at a cost oi millions for a new 
packing house district north of Kansas 
Citv. The possible change in the Kaw 
will destréy the present railroad yards 
around Union Station The swiftest cur- 
rent of the stream is now rouring around 
the west end of Unior Btation and through 
the adjoining stree‘s. 


NEW BUSINESS DISTRICT. 


There is talk.arcons: business men Jf the 
wisdom of making an entirely new railroad 
and warehouse district wut of the reach 
of water. It will be a week yet before 
the real work of repairing damage can be 
done. In the meantime and until it Is 
finished Kansas City, declining aid, is car- 
ing for the homeless. Society women work 
in committees day and night at Conven- 
tion Hall and jn the churches, where the 
homeless are quartered. 

Mayor Craddock of Kansas City, Kan., 
says his city needs aid. Most of the money 
in response to the appeal of Gov. 
Bailey of Kansas, will be spent 
there. Hundreds of offers of aid have 
reached Kansas City, Mo., but they have 
been declined. There is Iiittle suffering 
among the homeless, as food is abundant 
and clothing being furnished as fast as pos- 
sible. 

The work of rescue was finished yester- 
day, row boats, launches and steamboats 
being used. The number saved is placed 
at W,000. 

Various estimates of the dead are made. 
No bodies have been recovered, and until 
families are reunited and the Lists of em- 
ployes of factories reviewed the exact num- 
ber will not be known. It is variously 
Placed at from 50 to 200. Stories of large 
numbers of bodies seen floating at places 
in the swollen rivers are discredited.

Smoke From Forest Fires in 
New England Hangs 
Over City. 


BOSTON, June 4.—For the first time in 
many years the density of the smoke from 
forest fires produced a pronounced yellow 
atmosphere here today. The smoke was 
sufficiently dense to cause discomfort to 
those having sensffive throats and eyes. 

It is 47 days since rain in any appreciable 
amount has fallen In this section, and dur- 
ing that time the losses from forest fires 
in New England have aggregated at least 
$3,000,000, 7 


NEW YORK, June 4.—Forest fires are 
creating havoc on Long Island. e 
woods on the south side, between Amity- 
ville and Bastport, and the vicinity of 
Central. Islip and Brentwood to the ex- 
tent of several thousand acres, have been 
destroyed. Dispatches today from places 
in the northern part of the state report 
that the forest fires have broken out 
afresh in the Adirondack Mountafns. 

Smoke and ashes from fires In this and 
neighboring states was the cause of pe- 
cullar @tmospheric conditions about this 
city today. The sun was obscured and 
a pungent odor of burning wood per- 
meated the air. The haze hungyover the 
river and harbor, somewhat Impeding 
traffic, and the trolley and elevated roa 
service was slightly delayed. The same 
atmospheric conditions prevailed at other 
cities in the central part of the state.

HOUSEMAN CARS 
STOP AT BONFILS 


The widening of the Missouri river at 
St. Charles to two and one-half miles has 
caused the terminus of the Houseman eleo- 
trio line to be changed to Bonfils Station, 
ordinarily two miles inland. 

From Bonfils to the company’a station 
opposite St. Charles, the track of the trof- 
ley line ta the only elevation which rises 
above the waters. A flat oar, on which 
passengets are allowed to ride, makes 
occasional trips, but the regular passenger 
cars do not venture into the flooded tract. 

In the largest of the houses along the 
line, a two-story frame, a negro family 
remains, with a boat of uncertain ‘sound- 
ness as the means of escape if the building 
is further submerged or falle. 

Other smaller houses have been deserted 
by families, who have removed to boxcars 
on the adjoining Wabash track ertbank- 
ment, . , 

At the usual terminus of thé line, oppo- 
site St. Charles, the submerged rails form 
the basis of a vigorous waterfall. The 
single pier, near the bank, the first of the 
supports for the new bridge, is still in 
place, and the builders hope it will stand 
the pressure of the high water. A shed 
which once stood on the shore is fastened 
by long ropes to the bank. 

Regular ferry traffic has ceased and the 
Wabash bridge affords the only means of 
crossing the river.

Today the upper part of 
boilers are visible. The big factories and 
wholesale houses are surrounded by roar. 
ing torrents on which they cast dark 
shadows. Standing on the bluffs the ex- 
panse of water is.to the horizon on the 
north and east, and extends for two miles 

the west and south. A*‘ferry is in oper- 
ation between the two Kansas Citys and 
another to the north pler of Milwaukee 
bridge over the Missouri. 


RAILWAY TRAFFIC. 


The latter takes passengers to the Bt. 
Joseph and Grand Island trains. Only two 
roads are open for northern and eastern 
business. They are the Missouri Pacific and 
the Grand Island, with ferry connections. 
The Missouri Pacific is also the only line 
to the southwest. All other roads are using 
its tracks. 

Train schedules are still abandoned and 
trains feel their way. Schedules cannot be 
resumed within a month. Passengers are 
handled through the suburban and street 
stations, 

Kansas City has no water nor electric 
light as yet, both plants being fooded. 
Warnings about fires are posted every- 
where and there has not been any alarm 
since the flood. It will be two or three days 
before the water pressure is resumed and 
as long again before the electric lights. are 
turned on. Gas is used in homes and public 
buildings. 

The streets are patrolled by soldiers of 
the Third Missouri Infantry and by police- 
men. Chief of Police Hayes and Col. Lecht- 
man are in command and perfect order has 
been preserved so far. No one is allowed in 
the streets after 11 o'clock at night with- 
out a permit. 

Food is plentiful, as wholesale grocers, 
packers and truck gardeners have placed 
their goods at the city’s use and prevented 
threatened combinations to ralse priccs. 
Ice is the scarcest article. Kansas City ex- 
perts say the crest of the flood, 
passed here, will reach St. Louis Friday or 
Saturday. They look for the greatest rise 
in the Mississippi there at that time. 


LOOKING OVER ARGENTINE. 


The most remarkable view of the flood 
is obtained from the high bluff overhang- 
ing Argentine. 

The water is 14 feet deep around the 
Santa Fe depot. The river touches the 
highlands on each shore. The roofs of 
farmhouses and the tops. of trees indi- 
cate their presence below the surface of 
the farms on the lowlands upstream. It 
looks like a valley without uplands, or a 
river with dikes wooded down to the edge 
of the stream. Across from Argentine two 
brick piles rise from the water. They are 
the plant of the Southwest Chemical Co. 
and the‘oil mill of Peet Bros. Smal] square 
objects, which prove to be chimneys of 
houses, dot Qghe surface of the stream. Sand 
boats and derricks are moored three hun- 
dred yards from shore. A patch of shrub- 
bery, the top branches of trees, stands 
out in the middle of the river. Down

The Santa Fe roundhouse and repair 
shops constitute the principal industry of 
Argentine. The water reaches almost to 
the roofs of these buildings, and 700 of the 
men who worked there are now ot of 
employment. Many long strings of cars. 
most of which contain freight, are scat- 
tered through the yards. The railroad 
company has taken some of its mechanics 
and trainmen ‘to Sheffield. Some of its 
engines were pulled out before the flood 
put out thelr fires. 

The plant of the Southwest Chemical 
Co. stands isolated far out in the stream. 
It i@ on the south bank of the river chan. 
rel, but the water seems to extend for 
an equal distance north and south from 
it. The 350 men who were employed there 
are idle.

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repair work in the city jail, Jailer Dawson 
-calls attention to the fact that a new and 
modern jail is badly needed. 

The present structure, the jailer declares, 
is threatened with decay, and he suggests 
that by the expenditure of an extra sum 
of money work can be accomplished which 
will result in a vast improvement to the 
jail, both from a sanitary and economical 
standpoint. 

The roof of the jat) needs a coat of paint 
in order to prevent leaknge, the jailer says. 
which results in the rusting and gradual 
decaying of the cells. The roof has not 
been painted in more than 12 years, al- 
thoitigh there has been an average annual 
expenditure of $600. 

After the recent heavy rainfall, he says, 
he counted 82 places in the roof from which 
water was falling freely. 

‘The tornado of 1896 moved the whole 
roof very much out of its original position, 
thereby subjecting it to a strain not con- 
templated in its construction, and as a re- 
sult there is more or less vibration of the 
roof caused by the wind. This, with the 
natural expansion and construction of the 
iron, causes the seams or joints of the 
plate to open. As a result, in foe 4 weath- 
‘er, the water passes beneath the iron cov- 
ering to the wooden sheeting, and down 
over its surface to openings whence it falls 


to the floor.”’

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Omaha’s Honor Floating Off 
With Tribe’s Primitive 
Burial Rites. 


QUEER SCENES ENACTED AT 
DEPARTED SACHEM’S GRAVE 


| After Brief Season of Gloom Grand 
Feast Is Spread, Followed by 
Sports, With Dead -Man’s 
Property as Prizes. 


Bpecial to the Post Dispatch. 
OMAHA INDIAN 
Neb., June 4.—For two weeks there has 
been sorrow and lamentation, which 
showed themselves by feasts, games and 

races, throughout the reservation. 
Chief Floating Off is dead. His life was 


stirring, but not more so than were his 
funeral services. The old sachem died in 
Omaha from an operation. Three days be- 
fore his death he foretold the event to a 
friend, saying: 

age 4 brother, I am going to the medi- 
cine house of the white man, but ] will not 
return. While advancfhhg to greet you 
I passed myself (meaning his spirit), and 
I know it is a warning from the Great 
Spirit. My time has come.” , 

All Indians are superstitious and spir- 
itualists by nature, and the friend agreed 
with Floating Off that his time had come. 
But with true Indian bravery and fortl- 
tude the old man advanced to meet his 
fate. 

“The warning from the Great Spirit was 
sent me that 1 might prepare for the jour- 
ney to the spirit land. It must be, and 
nothing can prevent it. 1 will go.’’ | 

Three days later the chief died in Omaha. 

Every Indian on the reservation was 
gathered at the station when the body was 
taken back. The family were huddled close 
together, and hundreds of friends took 
charge of the removal of the body. As 
the train rolled into the station the weird 
death chant of the Omaha tribe arose, and

there is nothing on earth so sad as that , 


chant of the Indian women for the dead. 

’ But Floating Off has been a great Indian 
during his life, and his funeral must be 
worthy of him. He was a great chief, and 
was also a member of the grand council. 
A funeral of state was due him, and his 
friends saw to it that he was properly 
bufied. It was the greatest event which 
has occurred among the Omaha Indians 
for more than a generation. Ali the old- 
time customs were brought to life, and the 
scenes enacted caused the blood to flow 
faster through the veins of the old men, as 
memories of the long ago were aroused. 


Weird Scene 


at. the Grave. ; 
The Indian funeral exercises occur after 
the burial. Although Floating Off was a 


“good Christian,” and as such entitled to) 
and received a Christian burial, hé was 
aiso a great chief, arnd was entitled to a 
grand Indian funeral for that reason. His 
Christian funeral came off three days after 
oath. and the old man was buried on the 
bfuffs of the Missouri river, where his peo- 
ple for generations have been buried. The 
Christian services being over, the heathen 
exercises began at sunset of the same 
a 


d y: 

The chief medicine man of the tribe, O- 
We-Ke-Ga-He, acted as master of cere- 
monies, and as night fell led a band of 
women mourners (organized for the occa- 
Bion) to the bluffs where Floating Off was 
buried. ‘aking his stand with one leg on 
either side thé grave, and with the mourn- 
ing and wailing women slowly passing 
around in a large circle. O-We-Ke-Ga-He 
«began his weird imeantations, gesticulating 
wildly, muttering to himself, screaming 
mow and wep. and tearing his hair in de- 
epair, as he fought with the demons which 
had come to take the spirit of the dead 
man, and calling on the good spirits to 
come to his assistance. And all the time 
the death song of the women rang out. 

At midnight the mourners were dismissed 
and ordered to their tents. O-We-Ke-Ga- 
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He, left alone, built a small fire at the foot | > | 


of the grave, in order that the feet of the 
dead man might not wander in his journey 
to the happy hunting grounds, while at the 
head was placed food and water, that he 
might not hunger on the journey. 

After a careful search of the surround- 
ings, O-We-Ke-Ga-He, satisfied that he was 
fione and that no mortal would venture 
within sight of his ceremonies (all Indians 
within n certain distance were ordéred to 
remain in their tents until daylight), 
crouched on the ground, threw his long 
hair about his head, lowered his face to 
the grave, and began his mourning song. 
This was too much for a watching Indian 
apy, who silently stole away and saw no 
more of the incantations. 


Fires Burned 
Three Nights. 


When the day broke the following morn- 
fine the medicine man had disappeared, and, 
@s is the custom, did not return until the 
feast day, four days after the funeral. The 
fires were kept burning on the ve for 
three nights, and fresh tood was also placed 
for the use of the spirit for the same num- 
ber of nights. On the fourth day after the 
funeral, the feast of the dead, or, rather, 
the festival of the dead, was held, and a 
holiday was announced throughout thé res- 
ervation. 

The place selected for the festival was a 
high plateau five miles from Decatur, on 
the reservation. From time immemorial] 
the feasts of the dead of the Omaha In- 
dians have been celebrated in this place, 
end on the occasion of Floating Off’s feast 
@ full representation of the tribe was pres- 
enit. rr of gayly decorated. tents 
were set up the form of a huge circle, 
and, as usual with all Indian celebrations, 
the day opened with a feast. Then came 
games and dances, the prizes given in 
each case being one article formerly be- 
‘longing te Floating Off, and the old man's 
favorite horses, clothing, rifle, pipes, blan- 
kets and orriaments of all kinds were given 
away.

BANGOR, Me., June 4.—James Bell and 
Daniel Molloy of Bangor, have this week 
proved themselves ‘‘true blue” heroes, but 
they will get no medals—only the heart- 
felt thanks of the poor people, the weeping 
mother and gisters of John Haggerty, and 
credit from every lumberman on the Pe- 
nobscot for having lots of ‘‘sand’’ in their 
makeup. 

It was seven weeks ago that John Fran- 
cis Haggerty, better known as ‘“Reddy’”’ 
Haggerty, a first-class log driver, hired out 
to work on Lawler Brothers’ drive, -and 
he went to the far. away Allegash with 60 
ethers, including some friends from his 
own town. Five weeks ago Haggerty be- 
came sick, having taken cold, and on Sun- 
day last he died—some say from typhoid 
fever, other from pneumonia.

On Monday they came to a_ stretch 
where the water was so quick that ane 
was obliged to care for the canoe while 
the other carried the body for five miles 
on his shoulders, struggling over bowl- 
ders, in ae ry and through thorny un- 
derbrush. At noon they came to smooth 
water again, and from there to the jour- 
ney’s end it was merely question of 
endurance.
